Before our hour had expired, the tide had fallen 
so that our boat was obliged to lay off in the 
centre of the stream, and the long boat was 
brought into requisition to convey the passengers 
from the piet to the steamer. 
Having the good 
fortune to be one of the first boat's company, I 
spent the time in making a sketch of the mansion, 
with all its array of outhouses, and the tomb, as 
seen from the river; which position proved to be 
the most favorable that could have been chosen 
for this purpose. 


On our return we were landed for a short visit 
to Fort Washington. Here the burnished cannons, 
the well swept walks, the perfect repair, order, 
and 
arrangement

every thing, was 
in 
striking contrast to what we had seen at Mount 
Vernon. 


While here, I could not but remark the deli" 
beration and coolness with which even the ladies 
of our company would "face the cannon-s mouth;"' 
I thought it should be recorded as an indication 
of the " masculine tendencies" of the present 
generation of women. 


My visit to Mount Vernon has made me an 
earnest advocate of the proposed measuro. that 
the general government should purchase Mount 
Vernon, and fit it up as a model farm, or as 
a manual labor school, both as 
memory of Washington and for 
American patriotism.

Account of the Natural 
Self-Acting-Printmg 
Process.—This^beautiful invention, recently made 
in Vienna by M. Aucr, director of the imperial 
Austrian government printing office, is, Ave believe 
not known in England. 
An account of it in 
English, with twelve beautifid quarto specimens 
of tlie results obtained by it, has just been sent 
to use by a correspondent inVienna,and wc hasten 
to give e brief notice of it to our readers. By 
means of this art, plates are produced "for print- 
ing copies of plants meterials, lace, embroideries,'- 
&c. 
These plates contain the most delicate hol- 
lows,. and elevations, which the human eyo is 
unable to detect, and they are capable of produc- 
ing two results on paper- the one a copy of the 
original on a white ground, in various colors, 
with one single impression, and the other a copy 
in white, on a colored ground. The first of these 
is obtained by the copper-plate presi^ and the 
second by the ordinary pinting press, and the 
effect is obtained in both instances, withouth the 
aid of drawing or engraving. 


In taken the impression of a dried plant, or a 
lea^ or an insect, the object is placed on a polish- 
ed surface of pure lead, and above the object is 
is placed a polished plate of copper or steel. 
The 
two plates are then passed through te two cylin- 
ders of a copperplate.psinter's press, which gives 
a momentary pressure of from 800 to 1,000 hund- 
red weight. 
After separating the plates, it will 
be found that the tissue of the plant has been 
pressed into the lead plate,and when the substance 
is carefully removed from the plate, the design 
appears hollow upon its surface. From this would 
mould, plates fit for printing from may be obtain- 
ed, either by the electrotyi.o or the usual stereo- 
type process. 


When lace or any fabric is to be copied, it is 
smeared ovoi with spirits of wine, or Venetian 
turpentine, before being laid upon the lead plate. 


The price of impressions thus obtained is so 
moderate that a leaf in folio will cost only from 
eight to twelve kreutzers, that is^ %itt tree pence 
to five pence.
